He said new issues would depict 
larger animals of Canada, Canadian 
flowers and Canadian native art in 
several colors. Further designs rep- 
resentative of Canada’s secondary in- 
dustries could be expected. 

He also said that philatelists had 
no cause to fear that the Post Office 
would abandon its traditional policy 
in the issue of commemorative 
stamps. Stamps would continue to 
honor great Canadians who have died 
and they would never be reduced to 
a publicity medium by display of the 
portraits of living Cabinet ministers 
on them.

Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


Some time ago I was wondering 
what the theme of this year’s collect- 
ing would be. It seems to me now 
that the present is the time to work 
at completing George VI plates in 
preparation for the new Queens. 

In connection with this it is inter- 
esting to know that we probably will 
have fewer plates in the future than 
we have had in the past. It is re- 
liably reported that a new process 
has lengthened very appreciably the 
life of the plates from .which our 
stamps are printed. This explains 
why plates 17 and 18 of the eurrent 
4e stamp have been in use so long, 
and why plates 14, 15 and 16 are not 
expected to be used. If they are used 
they should be good. 

I have not heard that the new 
plates are being used elsewhere, but 
the long life of plates 3 and 7 in the 
2c makes me wonder if they too are 
not of the new type. 

A correspondent suggests a list of 
plates issued. At the time of writing 
they were as follows: (low values) 

1c—1 to 9 inclusive (except 3) 

2c—3 to 8 inclusive. 

3c—1 to 14 inclusive. 

4e—1 to 13; 17, 18. 
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5c—1 to 3. 

This list reminds me that plate 11 
of the 4c was printed in both red 
and orange. At the time it seemed 
that the latter might be good, but it 
looks more and more as if the form- 
er were better. 

Two other plates that I believe to 
be sleepers are 3 and 4 of 2c War 
Issue. In my own experience these 
are about five times as scarce as 
plates 1 and 2, and almost three 
times as scarce as plates 5 and 6. 
Would be interested to hear if others 
have found this to be true. 

An interesting example of the way 
in which plate blocks enhance the 
value of stamps is afforded by the 5c 
Capex, which at the time of writing 
could still be purchase at 50 per cent 
over face, in wholesale quantities, 
while the plate block was selling at 
four times as much. Both will go 
higher, too. 

Would like to thank Mr. E. L. Pig- 
gott of Kentville, N.S., for a kind 
letter. He thinks something should 
be done to foster an interest in Can- 
adian plates on the part of our Am- 
erican friends, and suggests that the 
editor of a leading weekly would be 
receptive to material of this kind. I 
think his suggestion an excellent one 
and hope something will come of it. 

In closing would wish all readers 
the compliments of the season.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


One must at times expect reper- 
cussions to statements made when 
writing for any publication. My re- 
ference made some weeks ago re- 
garding our black brown Prince Con- 
sort stamp of 1859, has brought 
about a sharp report from “FB” in 
“Stamp Collecting” of London. 

This particular stamp in black 
brown is the recognized first printing 
color by all old Canadian collectors, 
and most certainly not and never has 
been considered in any sense of the 
word a “changeling”. Senator J. A. 
Calder was no doubt the most out- 
standing student of this issue in 
Canada. I refer particularly to Fred 
Jarrett’s publication, that orders for 
these stamps were given to the 
printers between March 16, 1859 to 
as late as February 24, ‚1866. On 
March 16, 1859 the first quantity 
ordered from the printers was for 
100,000 copies and referred to as 
brownish black or black brown. The 
second supply for the same quantity 
was ordered on July 12, 1859, this 
and all later issues ran into lighter 
shades. 

At the New York exhibition in 
1926 Senator Calder displayed frames 
of covers representing the shades 
supplied by the manufacturers for 
the 27 different orders for stamps 
placed by the P.O. department. 

Referring to C. A. Howes book on 
Canada, page 87 we read “that the 
shades all ran all the way from a 
bright red lilac to a brown and black 
brown, the latter which is so dark 
and distinct that it has for years 
been catalogued separately.” 

We may well ask why the number 
of specialists we have here in the 
early issues of Canada that we have 
never heard of the word “change- 
ling” in connection with this first 
printing of the ten cent Prince Con- 
sort stamp. The late Alfred Lichen- 
stein who was another specialist in 
the early issues of Canada paged the 
black brown issue separately from 
the later shades. 

Has Gibbons for all the years they 
have been listing this stamp, been 
taken in? I suggest the late Charlie 
Phillips was too keen a student of 
our early printings to allow the 
catalog to list a changeling in place 
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of a definitely known issued stamp. 
If “FB” has authentic backing for 
his astounding announcement he 
should make the information public 
immediately. Meanwhile, as I am 
writing under a nom de plume I feel 
I should retire from the argument, 
therefore this will be my last say in 
the matter. I do hope however some 
specialist who reads this column may 
take up the cudgels and enlighten 
some of us as to the stability of the 
brown black Prince Consort, so that 
we may feel sure we have not been 
collecting a mythical item! 


LONDON PHILATELIC sOCIETY 


At a regular meeting of the Lon- 
don Philatelic Society, held recently 
in the London Masonic Temple at 
250-4 Queens Ave., two more mem- 
bers were added to the society, one 
they were particularly glad to wel- 
come was W.O. 2 Robert Henderson, 
a veteran of the Second World War 
and also of the Korean War, now at- 
tached to the Army Headquarters 
Staff of M.D. 1. 

After routine business, the presi- 
dent, Norman Goodger, called on the 
speaker of the evening, Dr. L. Seale 
Holmes, who took as his subject, The 
Bible, And Its 500th Anniversary of 
The First Printing. Dr. Holmes start- 
ed his discourse by giving a synopsis 
of each book from Genesis to Revela- 
tion; hitting all the high spots that 
he thought would be of interest to 
his listeners; pausing at times and 
giving a brief of the different writ- 
ers of each book as he came to it. 
He spoke of its first printing by 
Johann Gutenberg at Mainz, Ger- 
many, re which the United States 
this year printed a postage stamp to 
commemorate this event. Stamps 
were then exhibited from many of 
the countries of the world, showing 
different personages from the Bible 
and its different writers, particular- 
ly from the European and South Am- 
erican countries. 

The president in thanking Dr. 
Holmes stated that. without a doubt, 
this was one of the best lectures 
they have been privileged to listen 
to,

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SCOTT’S 1953 VOL. II CATALOG 

Any generalization on the prices 
in the newly published Vol. II of 
Seott’s 1953 Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue is risky beyond these two 
comments: 

The airmails show a tendency to 
harden. 

Perhaps the best way to describe 
the multitude of changes that the 
Seott Publications editorial staff has 
made in this $4 catalogue of Europe, 
Africa and Asia is to point out a 
number of them by countries: 

Baden — This and the other old 
German States have all been exten- 
sively revised an] repriced. The first 
printing of the 1851 issue on thin 
paper has been given a separate list- 
ing. The 3kr ultramarine (No. 12) 
and 6kr Prussian blue (No. 21) have 
been reduced to minor numbers. 
Dates have been changed, footnotes 
added anl 47 prices changed in Baden 
alone. Similar alterations have been 
made for Bergedorf, Bremen, etc. 

Cambodia — This kingdom, as well 
as Laos and Viet Nam, have been 
divorced from Indo-China and placed 
under", “i” and “V”’. 

Cyrenaica — The “Servizio di 
Stato” overprint on the high value 
of the Mogadiscio Flight set of 1943 
has been added as No. CB01. This has 
also been done in Eritrea, Italian 
Somaliland and Tripolitania. 

France — The re-issues of 1862, 
formerly Nos. 9C-9I and 11B-11C, 
have been reduced to minor numbers. 

French Guinea — The two 1941 
Vichy pictorials, with Petain’s head 
inset, have been listed as Nos. 166- 
167 after a decade of non-recognition. 

Indonesia — The stamps of inde- 
pendent Indonesia, formerly listed 
under Dutch Indies, starting with 
No. 333, have been moved to a new 
heading under “I”. 

Jugoslavia — Fifty-four Italian. 
and German occupation stamps of 
1941-44, which had been in the “Ten- 
tative Listings” section for some 
years, have been numbered and plac- 
ed in the main part of the catalogue. 

Nejd — This entire country has 
been moved to Saudi Arabia and in- 
corporated with it. 

Romania — The King Carol I 
commemorative souvenir sheets of 
1939-40, formerly Nos. B110-B112, 
have been moved into the section of 
ordinary postage issues, and re-num- 
bered 505A-C. The old numbers B110- 
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B112 were intended to be re-assigned 
to the newly recognized “Pro-Patria 
1940” overprints on the same trio of 
sheets. But Scott Publications reports 
that an editorial error caused the line 
over this set to read: Nos. 488A-488C 
Overprinted ‘Roma Berlin 1940’ and 
Bars.” It should read: “Nos. 505A- 
505C overprinted ‘Pro Patria 1940’.” 

Ryukyu Islands — The only “new 
country” in Vol, II this year. There 
are 25 stamps listed for the 1948-51 
period. 

St. Pierre and Miquelon — The 55e 
Prussian blue with “France Libre” 
overprint has been priced — at $3.50 
unused. The 1952 Catalogue carried 
no price for No. 233. 

Trieste — Sensational price raises 
have been made practically throush- 
out the “AMG FTT” (Zone A) is- 
sues. All of the Zone B listings 
(“VUJU STT”) have been shifted 
from the rear of Jugoslavia to 
“Trieste”, where they form the sec- 
ond section. 


U. S. NOTES

The Red Cross bi-colored stamp 
issued the 21 December is the last 
stamp of 1952. U.S. New Issue Calen- 


dar. This was the 13th stamp and 
one more than scheduled for the year. 

Now, that everything will be 
changed on the 20th of January, 
1953, it will be anybody’s guess what 
will be the new stamp program. 

The slogan cancellation, used at 
Lancaster, Pa., on the 27th Septem- 
ber for one day only, has been re- 
ported received in badly smudged 
condition by collectors. This will 
probably be a scarce one. The slogan 
read “175 Years Ago Today The Con- 
tinental Congress Met in Lancaster.” 

Santa Claus, Indiana, will discon- 
tinue use of its pictorial cancellation 
on the last of December. 

“U.S. Notes” has little to report on 
stamps this time. January or Febru- 
ary should bring us news of the 1953 
program of new emissions.
